Project  Navajo  to  bolster 
Christmas  on  reservation 


A massive  holiday  aid  drive,  entitled 
Project  Navajo,  is  now  underway  to  help 
the  Navajo  Indians  of  the  Four  Corners 
Region  have  a Merry  Christmas. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Utah  Air 
Force  Association,  the  drive  is  sponsored 
locally  by  the  Arnold  Air  Society  and  the 
Angel  Flight  of  the  Air  Force  ROTC 
Cadet  Wing.  The  cadets  have  set  the  goal 
for  the  drive  at  30,000  pounds  of  food, 
clothing,  and  sewing  supplies,  from  the 
Provo  area. 

The  drive  will  be  conducted  in  three 
areas:  the  BYU  campus,  the  community 
schools  and  the  area  churches.  Collection 
of  non-perishable  foods,  clothing  and 
sewing  supplies  has  already  begun  with 
the  locating  of  four  major  drop  points  in 
Provo.  Two  fire  stations  will  be  used,  one 
at  80  South  300  West  , and  the  other  on 
2737  No.  “Canyon  Road  through^ 
December  4,  twenty-four  hours  a day. 

THE  ARMY-NAVY  Reserve  Station  on 
200  West  will  provide  space  for  leaving 
material  from  3 to  4 p.m.  The  fourth 
drop-off  point  will  be  the  cloak  room  of 
the  ELWC. 

Project  Navajo  coordinators  "hope  for 
cooperation  from  local  supermarkets  who 
will  permit  customers  to  “buy  a can  of 
food  for  a Navajo”  and  leave  it  at  the 
front  of  the  store  when  they  complete 
their  shopping. 

THE  TRIBE  of  Many  Feathers  will  also 
be  active  in  the  drive  which  will  last 
through  Dec.  4.  All  of  the  material 
collected  will  be  flown  to  the  Navajos  via 
Military  Airlift  from  Hill  Air  Force  Base 
near  Ogden. 

Project  Navajo  had  its  official 
beginnings  in  1962  when  it  made  an 
appearance  under  the  name  “Project 
Reindeer.”  It  was  a campaign  organized 
by  the  945th  Military  Airlift  Group 
(Reserve)  at  Hill  AFB,  to  provide  food 
and  clothing  to  help  the  Indians  on  the 
vast  Navajo  reservation. 

Crews  from  the  reserve  group  had 
become  aware  of  the  desperate  plight 
after  flying  mercy  missions,  airlifting  hay 
and  feed  to  try  to  save  starving  cattle. 


stranded  by  severe  winter  weather.  The 
reservists  decided  to  help  in  a bigger  way. 

F OR  TWO  YEARS  the  project  was 
abandoned  because  the  new  planes 
assigned  to  the  945th  Airlift  Group  were 
too  big  to  land  close  enough  to  the 
reservation. 

The  Utah  Air  Force  Association  then 
arranged  for  trucks  to  transport  the  goods 
to  the  reservation  from  the  nearest 
landing  field.  The  project  last  year 
gathered  115,000  pounds  of  goods  from 
the  entire  area  from  north  of  Ogden  to 
Provo. 

“Navajo  Week  will  be  declared  in  the 
area  from  Nov.  15-20  in  an  attempt  to 
make  people  more  aware  of  their 
opportunities  to  express  their  holiday 
spirit  in  a meaningful  way,”  according  to 
a project  spokesman.

Ten  students  have  been  chosen  for  the  1971-72  academic  school  year 
to  work  in  an  undergraduate  research  training  program  with  faculty 
researchers. 

Students  chosen  include  Stephen  L.  Bjelland,  a political  science  major 
from  Anaheim,  Calif.;  David  Quinn,  a psychology  major  from 
Bountiful,  Utah;  Ronald  L.  Liston,  a sociology  major,  and  Terence 
Lafferty,  a psychology  major,  both  from  Provo;  Greg  Gibson,  a 
psychology  major  from  Woodland,  Calif.;  John  Peterson,  a zoology 
major  from  Azusa,  Calif.  Others  are  Kent  Young,  a graduate  student 
from  Orem;  William  Cerny,  a chemistry  major  from  Richardson,  Texas; 
Linda  Beyer,  a psychology  major  from  Sunnyvale,  Calif.;  and  Marilyn 
Snell,  a sociology  major  from  American  Fork,  Utah. 

Participants  in  the  program  assist  a professor  in  his  educational 
research  by  collecting  and  analyzing  data  and  writing  reports.  Research 
projects  are  undertaken  in  the  areas  of  educational  problems  in 
mathematics,  psychology,  education,  child  development  and  family 
living,  and  most  other  major  academic  areas. 

Students  were  chosen  on  the  basis  of  willingness  to  participate  in 
research  eight  to  10  hours  a week  with  a faculty  researcher.  Participants 
should  intend  to  enter  graduate  school,  should  have  a “B  plus”  average, 
and  should  have  completed  at  least  two  sequential  math  courses.

BYU’s  Army  ROTC  program  is 
one  in  285  which  commissions 
officers  each  year.  Forty-two  of 
these  institutions  are  larger  than 
BYU,  but  BYU  ranks  among  the 
top  four  in  the  nation. 

Seat  change 

Students  holding  tickets  for 
seats  in  the  first  seven  rows  of 
sections  HH  and  KK  at  John 
Denver’s  Homecoming  Concert 
have  received  another  seating 
assignment. 

Students  holding  tickets  for 
those  seats  will  be  seated  on  the 
rear  of  the  playing  floor.  They  are 
to  present  their  tickets  to  ushers 
on  the  playing  floor,  and  the 
approximately  250  students 
involved  will  be  seated  in  reserved 
seats  at  no  extra  charge. 

The  change  is  due  to  a platform 
being  erected  for  the  Friday 
inauguration  ceremonies  of 
President  Dallin  H.  Oaks. 


A sharp  decline  has  recently 
been  noted  in  the  nation’s  ROTC 
program.  In  spite  of  this  fact, 
BYU  has  increased  the  number  of 
commissioned  officers  from  59  to 
I 19  since  its  beginning  in 
September  1968.  The  enrollment 
of  the  present  class  totals  136.  It 
is  the  largest  all  volunteer  Army 
ROTC  program  west  of  Texas. 

An  imbalance  between  the 
needs  of  the  ROTC  program  and 
production  of  officers  has  become 
evident  in  the  last  two  years. 
Because  a large  number  of  officers 
are  not  needed  for  active  duty, 
6,900  of  the  16,000 
commissioned  officers  graduating 
from  the  Army  ROTC  program 
served  only  three  months  of  active 
duty. 

Many  graduating  commissioned 
officers  from  BYU  request  a 
two-year  active  duty  assignment 
in  the  Army.  Only  four  of  these 
officers  can  be  selected  from  a 
class  of  100,  so  there  is  a 
competitive  program  for  selection.

In  Thursday's  (Nov.  4)  Issue  of  the 
Universe,  Mark  Skousen  tells 


us— concerning  welfare— that  we  no  longer 
need  to  consider  the  question  of  having  a 
welfare  system  of  not.  He  says,  "We 
answered  that  question  over  30  years  ago 
in  the  affirmative."  My  questions:  When 
did  I ever  get  an  opportunity  to  decide 
this  issue,  then  or  now?  and.

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Amchitka  blast  collapses  earth 


The  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  said  yesterday  the 
earth  had  apparently  started  to 
collapse  around  “ground  2ero” 
where  the  U.S.  detonated  a 
five-ma.gaton  underground 
nuclear  blast  on  the  Aleutian 
island  of  Amchitka,  Alaska. 

The  sinking  results  from  the 
cooling  of  gases  sealed  inside  a 
huge  underground  chamber, 
and  blown  out  of  the  earth 
nearly  a mile  under  the  surface 
in  the  weekend  blast. 

“We  have  gotten  some  pretty 
strong  indications  on  the 
geophone  that  something  has 
happened  out  there,”  AEC 
Public  Affairs  Office  Henry 
Vermillion  said  in  Anchorage, 
Alaska. 

The  AEC  predicted  before 
the  explosion  that  the  ground 
would  collapse  to  form  a 2,000 
foot  diameter,  dish-shaped 
crater  about  40  to  SO  feet 
deep. 

The  underground  blast, 
which  shook  this  bleak 
Aleutian  island  like  a major 
earthquake,  was  detonated  to 
test  the  warhead  of  the  U.S. 
antiballistic  missile  system. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - In  a 
tumultuous  session  opened  by 
prayer  and  under  the 
I marble-carved  legend  “In  God  We 
Trust,”  the  House  refused 
yesterday  to  approve  a 
constitutional  amendment  that 
I would  have  permitted  voluntary 
prayers  in  public  schools. 

On  a 240-160  (28  short  of  the 
necessary  two-thirds  majority) 
members  rejected  the  attempt  to 
overturn  the  Supreme  Court’s 
antiprayer  rulings  of  1962  and 
|l  1963  despite  a last-minute  change 
1 in  language  to  try  to  pick  up  more 
5 support. 

As  brought  to  the  floor,  the 
Lamendment  would  have 
t authorized  “nondenominational” 
] prayer  in  schools  and  public 
I buildings.  But  Rep.  John  H, 
Buchanan  Jr.,  R-Ala.,  a Baptist 
minister  with  an  evangelist’s  style, 
proposed  changing  that  to  read 
“voluntary  prayer  or  meditation.” 

Buchanan’s  revision  was 
accepted  on  a voice  vote  as  most 
members  said  they  could  not 
define  “nondenominational” 
prayer  and  some  said  they  could 
not  believe  “nondenomination” 
prayer  was  possible. 

The  final  vote  followed  lot 
debate  before  packed  visitors’ 
galleries  and  climaxed  years  of 
effort  by  sponsors  of  the 
amendment  to  reverse  the  coiirt’s 
rulings  that  outlawed  a 22-word 
prayer  directed  to  “Almighty 
God,”  daily  prescribed  Bible 
reading  and  recitation  of  the 


The  nuclear  test  cost  $200 
million. 

Other  scientists  on  the  island 
reported  that  the  bed  of  a 
small  lake  was  cracked  by  the 
force  of  the  explosion  and  the 
water  drained  out.  A dead  sea 
otter  was  found  on  a beach, 
apparently  killed  by  a rockfall. 

Amchitka,  which  sits 
between  the  Bering  Sea  and  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  is  the  home  for 
otters,  sea  birds,  bald  eagles 
and  peregrine  falcons. 

“Cliffs  on  the  Bering  Sea  side 
were  somewhat  more 
extensively  damaged  than  had 
been  expected,  but  still 
generally  in  the  predicted 
range,”  said  Dr.  Melvin  Merritt, 
one  of  the  AEC  scientists. 
“Beach  walkers  so  far  have 
found  a few  dead  birds,  but  the 
cause  of  their  deaths  has  not 
been  determined.” 

The  crucial  question  — 
whether  the  ABM  warhead 
worked— will  not  be  known  for 
some  time,  until  after  analysis 
of  a sample  of  radioactive  rock 
taken  from  a depth  of  6,000 
feet.

In  urging  members  to  approve 
the  amendment.  Rep.  Samuel  L. 
Devine,  R-Ohio,  argued  “You  can 
read  dirty  books  but  you  can’t  say 
prayers  in  public  schools.” 

Rep.  Chalmers  P,  Wylie, 
R-Ohio,  author  of  the  amendment 
and  sponsor  of  a petition  that 
forced  the  amendment  from  the 
Judiciary  Committee  for  a vote, 
said  of  his  revised  amendment: 
“All  it  does  is  let  the  children  use 
school  buildings  for  prayer.” 

But  Rep.  Abner  Mikva,  D-Ill., 
said  “voluntary”  or  not,  a child 
not  wishing  to  join  in  prayers  at 
compulsory  school  sessions  would 
be  forced  to  stand  conspicuously 
silent.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Senate  Finance  Committee 
yesterday  approved  President 
Nixon’s  bill  to  pep  up  the 
economy  through  $16  billion 
worth  of  business  and  individual 
tax  cuts  over  the  next  three  years. 

The  measure  was  sent  to  the 
Senate  for  debate  later  this  week. 

The  personal  exemption  is 
deducted  from  income  by  the 
taxpayer  for  himself  and  each  of 
his  dependents.  Under  the  bill,  it 
would  be  $650  for  1 971  taxes  and 
$750  in  1972  and  future  years, 

THE  STANDARD  deduction, 
used  by  taxpayers  who  do  not 
itemize  expenses  in  computing 
taxes,  would  rise  under  the  bill  to 
1 5 per  cent  with  a $2,000 
maximum  in  1972.  Under  the 
present  law,  it  is  14  per  cent  with 
a $2,000  maximum. 

The  minimum  standard 
deduction,  a device  which 
eliminates  taxes  for  many  families 
living  at  or  near  poverty,  would  go 
up  from  the  scheduled  $1,050  in 
1972  to  $2,300. 

But  many  of  the  bill’s 
provisions  benefit  businesses. 

They  are  intended  to  increase 
consumer  spending,  to  spur 
exports,  and  to  increase 
investment  in  new  machinery. 

These  business  prxDvisions: 

— Repeal  the  seven  per  cent 
excise  tax  on  autos  and  the  10  per 
cent  tax  on  pickup  trucks 
retroactive  to  Aug.  15. 

—Allow  exporting  firms  to  defer 
taxes  of  $300  million  a year  in  an 
attempt  to  induce  them  to  export 
more  by  cutting  prices.

—Permit  firms  to  subtract  from 
their  taxes  seven  per  cent  of  what 
they  spend  on  new 
American-made  machinery  and 
equipment. 

IN  A surprise  action,  the 
committee  adopted  a new  income 
tax  deduction  which  allows 
working  taxpayers  to  deduct  up 
to  $4,800  a year  for  the  salary  of 
someone  to  come  into  their  home 
to  care  for  children  under  14  or 
disabled  dependents. 

That  provision  was  not  in  the 
House-passed  bill.

Water  polo  popularity  grows  at  BYU 


Water  polo  at  BYU  hasn’t  had 
much  of  a chance  to  build  a 
tradition.  A relatively  new 
addition  to  the  extramural  scene, 
it  has  enjoyed  amazing  success 
and  growth  since  its  inception. 

Water  polo  is  demanding  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  many  attributes  of 
other  sports  are  required  to  play  it 
well.  Swimming  ability  is 
indispensable,  but  stamina  ranks 
only  slightly  behind.  The  game 
requires  manual  dexterity,  as  well 
as  strength  or  finesse  as  the 
situation  demands. 

Played  in  a pool  six  feet  deep, 
and  measuring  25  by  20  yards,  the 
stamina  requirement  obviously 
plays  a major  role  in  a 
fast-breaking  game.  The  object  of 
the  contest  is  to  put  a soccer-like 
ball  into  a cage  at  the  end  of  the 
pool.  Though  incorporating  the 
relative  “non-contact”  rules  of 
basketball,  the  games  are  always 
contested  on  a highly  physical, 
man-to-man  basis.  Scoring 
becomes  a matter  of  positioning 
and  developing  fast  reflexes.  Since 
the  games  exceeding  an  hour  in 
length  with  few  breaks,  it  is  often 
the  team  with  the  toughest  men 
that  manages  the  win. 

The  BYU  team  is  coached  by 
Walt  Cryer  and  player-coach 
Zdravko  Grubic,  of  the 
world-champion  Yugoslavian 
team.  BYU’s  main  competition 
comes  from  WAC  schools,  but  this 
year  the  schedule  included  a 
ten-game  trip  to  Southern 


California,  the  hot-spot  for  water 
polo  in  the  nation.  Having 
matched  talents  with  the  NCAA 
champs,  UC  Irvine,  the  Cougar 
squad  can  readily  gauge  team 
proficiency. 

The.  mainstay  of.  the  Cougar 
attack  rests  with  its  freshmen  and 
new  transfers,  Fred  Axelgard, 
Glen  Smith,  Doug  Rosborough 
and  Chuck  Davis.  The  defense  is 
led  capably  by  veterans  Steve 
Guerin,  Rob  Stoddart  and  Rich 
Bennion.  A newly  discovered 
talent.
